posito ' home and here found the
mother endeavoring . to get the child
from under the stove where he had
crawled for safety. The irate moth-
er was subdued and the limp form of
her son was pulled from underneath,
the stove. - '

After Michael had been revived he
informed' the police that his -- mother
had bitten him on the arms and back.
He was taken to the emergency hos-
pital where he was. treated by Dr. J.
H. Beaudry. Mrs. Esposito was plac-
ed under arrest - charged with as-
